SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW DESCRIBING THE GENERAL NATURE OF WHAT WAS DISCUSSED: 
The examiner contacted the applicant to include the limitations of claim 14 into the independent claim. There was discussion to 
amend claim 61 to clarify that the vacuum source sucks the bone material from the supply device. There was also discussion to fix 
formal matters relating to claims 14, 44, 5. There was also discussion to amend the withdrawn method claims to read on the 
allowed claims and rejoin thiose claims. The examiner addressed these issues in the examiner's amendment, attached herein. 
There was also discussion about the IDS filed on 7/20/2009, where the applicant pointed out the missing references. The applicant 
and examiner went back and forth between July 8-19 to discuss resolve the issues.
